of the parifh and church of Newburgh, and. appointed’ the 
Prefbytery of Cupar to proceed in the fettlement of Mr 
Stewart.with all conyeniens feed, according to the rulcs of 
the chureh. The Affembly next-proceeded to confider a peti- 
tion for Mr John Laurie, prefentee to the parith of Efkdal- 
muir, and forthe Duke of Buccleugh, the patron, aad others. 
The Affembly, without a vore, affirmed the fentence of the 
Prefbytery of Langholm, fuftaining the'call to Mrs Laurie to 
be minifter of the parifh aod. church of Efkdalinuir, and ap- 
pointed them to proceed in the fettlement of Mr Laurie with 
all convenient fpeed, according: to-the ryles of the church. 

Agrecable to the appointment in a former part of. this fede- 
runt (See our /afi) Robert Grierfon and others, libellers of Mr 
Frederick M‘L.agan minifter of Melrofe, gave into the Affem- 
bly the condefeendence with the lift of witneffes then ordered ; 
which being confidered by the Afflembly, they refufed the de- 
fire of the petition, and difmiffed the fame accordingly, the 
condefcendence appearing irrelevant and frivolous, 

This day, the General Affembly had under their confidera- 
tion: the fettlement of the parish of Cathcart. After hearing 
counfel, the Affembly, without a vote, affirmed the fentence of 
the Synod of Glafgow and Ayry reyeérfing a fenteace of the 
Presbytery of Glafgow, refufing to faffain the call to. Mr Dow 
to be minifter of the parith of Cathcart ; and appointed the 
Presbytery to proceed with Mr Dow’s. fettlement, with ail 
convenient fpeed, according to the rules of the Church. 

Several other matters of lefs importance were likewife deter 
mined; and fuch caufes as the Affembly could not overtake 
were referred to the Commiffion, particularly Mr M*Lagan’s, 
which is appointed to be firft taken, up to-morrow; and the 
Moderator, from the Chair, recommended the attendance of 
all the members of Aflembly, . 9. 

After the General Affembly had gone through the ordinary 
forms, the Moderator made a fuitable fpeech to the Reverend 
and Honourable members, and then to his Grace the Commif- 
fioner, diffolving the Affembly, in the ufual.manney, and ap- 
ropa oak Wey bee 
fveech. diffolving the AMembly ia his"Majefty’s name and- by 
his Roy authority, and appointed another to meet on Thul- 
day the 18th of May 1786. .
